"The visit of Gen. de Gaulle 
to Canada last week was con- 


ceived as the crowning 
achievement of France's over- 
seas rebirth. 


Shorn of her colonies in Indo- 
china and Africa, possessing 
a few scattered islands like 
Tahiti, Matinique and_ St. 
Pierre, modern France sees. 
Quebec as its most formidable 
creation outside Europe. 


For Quebee premier Daniel 
Johnson and the = séparatists 
and quasi separatists of French 
Canada, the visit of.de Gaulle 
was a triumphant return of the 
French race to North America. 


Apparently missed on John- 
son and his followers was the 
jrony that the French Cana- 
dians, in the adulation of de 
Gaulle and = things French, 
were doing the very thing for 
which they had so long criti- 
cized English Canadians. 


Those who had accused the 
rest of Canada of fawning colo- 
nialism toward London now 
seemed to be committing the 
same adoration of Paris and 
things Parisian. 


But the French © Canadian, 
who has grown from 60,000 to 
six milbon since the British 
conquest, has led a lonely life 
in North America. The resur- 
gence of cultural and national 
pride brought about by de 
Gaulle’s visit should be under. 
stood in this light. 


Less easily understood by 
Canadians, however, was Gen. 
de Gaulle’s apparent, outright 
invitation to the people of Que- 
bec to ally themselves with 
France and take “their destiny 
‘in their own hands.” 


Gen. de Gaulle, the great 
statesmen that he truly is, has 
nonetheless encountered bitter 
disappointments recently both 
at home and abroad 


For him to come to Canada 
-and invite Quebec to take it 
self out of Confederation, 
which his remarks amounted 
to, represents the worst possi- 
ble kind of interference in an 
other country’s affairs. 


This of course means noth- 
ing to de Gaulle, because Que- 
bec.is French and the French 
ness of Quebec is to de Gaulle, 


paramount to the independ- 
ence of Canada, 


Promising the “Brotherly 
support” of old France, Gen. 
de Gaulle lectured Quebec on 
its rights and obligations not 
as Canadians, but as French- 
men, 


For all that de Gaulle’s visit 
has given an emotional uplift 
to French separatism, it is un- 
likely his message will endure 
much beyond his visit. 


For one thing, the General 
has neither the energy nor the 
time to devote to making 
Quebec a restored French state 
in America. 


At home, his domestic poli- 
cies have brought  near- 


‘stagnation in the economy and 


have -giyen rise, for the first 
time since he assumed office, 
to genuine opposition to his 
conservative efonomic policies. 


In his relations: with. Ger- 
many, Gen. de Gaulle has been 
unable to keep Bonn in the 
junior partnership of the 
French-German axis. German 
insistence on following Ameri- 
can leadership continues to 
frustrate de Gaulle’s ambitions 
ot leading a European bloc 
free of U.S. influence. 


In the Far East, France has 
had little influence either on 
Red China (which it recog- 
nizes) or the U.S. presence in 
Vietnam (which it opposes). 


In the Middle East, Gen, de 
Gaulle chose to criticize Israel 
despite the overwhelming pro- 
Israeli sentiment in the coun- 
try. 


By continuing to oppose 
British entry into the Euro- 
pean Common Market (on the 
grounds that Britain is not yet 
sufficiently ‘European’), Gen. 
de Gaulle puts even his allies 
in positions which make it dif- 
ficult for them to support him 
much longer 

But most of all, de Gauitle is 
old. At 76, he remains the 
man who kept France alive in 
World War HI, and who res- 
tored unity during Algeria's 
breakaway. But he. also is the 
man who, when much younger, 
said “old age is a shipwreck.”

If the IL doesn't fold in that 
time it will only be due to 
Yreight cars of money shipped 
in by the sponsoring major 
league teams. Subsidization has 
prevented collapse before, but 
this time, the goose will depos- 
it her golden eggs in her own 
front yard. 


It is true that the major 
league clubs do need farm 
teams which allow their un- 
tried raw talent time to ma- 
ture. However, the business ty- 
coons who control the various 
major league squads appear 
ready to submit to the fi- 
nancial tko they are receiving 
from Jacksonville to Toronto. 


When an IL team is incapable 
of attracting 1,000 fans to a 
game on a regular. basis, ex- 
penses cannot be met. Never 
mind salaries, upkeep of the 
park, taxes, arid those other 
financial obligations which 
come with the control of a 
minor league team. 


There are various minor 
chains throughout the United 
States where players can. be 

. seasoned. The major league 
. moguls don’t necessarily need. 
the IL, and it has become 
apparent that the only facet 
which is keeping the loop 
alive, is tradition. It is the 
oldest professional minor 
league in North America, pos- 
sibly the world. 


Tradition doesn't pay the 
bills. 

Most of the IL teams are 
stocked with two or three play- 
ers major Jeague clubs are 
counting on to make: the tran- 
sition to the big tinte. The rest 
of-the minor teams are loaded 
with fringe players and have- 
nots. = 

For years baseball fans have 
been subjected to a poor cali- 
bre of ball, but human beings 
are natural suckers, and s0 
they paid the dollars to. assist 
in the massive subsidization 
program.

Fans are fed up watching 
wh are supposed to be 
professional players make the 
same mental and physical er- 
rors committed by amateurs on 
the local sandlots. Spectators 
can watch the best in the husi- 
ness on television or walk 
down the street and watch the 
neighborhood kids for the 
price of a few yards of shoe 
leather, - 


Scrapping the IL isn’t going 
to affect baseball. The kids 
coming out of college in the 
U.S. will still have a place to 
hang their glove. 


If the major league owners 
band together and  unan- 
imously decide to form solid 
minor leagues they will benefit 
the rewards along with the 
fans. The best prospects for 
each major league club will be 
placed on one of their farm 
teams, making for a top brand 
of ball. The duds will be 
relegated to the role of specta- 
tors, There'll be griping from 
the minors, but so what? Fi- 
nally, the customer will be get- 
ting full value for his dollar. 


As for Canada, the majors 
can forget every city east of 
Vancouver. In fact, a sugges- 
tion would be to forget Canada 
entirely. 


Canadians have been ex- 
posed to an inferior product 
for such a lengthy period they 
could not adjust qdickly 
enough to make the venture 
pay. Americans have-r always 
played baseball since they 
were toddlers while Canadians 
have played hockey. 


Canadians don’t have more 
than a handful of major league 
homebrews to cheer along. 
This counts. And __ besides, 
there’s too much competition 
from other sports now for 
baseball to survive.

Get to 
know the Fire Warden in your area 
and give him your ‘co-operation and 
assistance.

2,400 delegated 
from Tory groups across the 
country will gather at Toron- 
to’s Maple Leaf Gardens Sept. 
6-9 In what the Conservatives 
have optimistically dubbed 
thelr “Centefinial convention.” 
» it is actually the forced gath- 
ering of a disunited party, 
meeting together only because 
a rebellious group was able to 
force the annual executive 
meeting of the party last win- 
ter to agree to holding a Con. 
servative convention. 

The upcoming convention 
has beeen made all the more 
mysterious by the strange be- 
havior of Mr. Diefenbaker, who 
since Parliament recessed for 
the summer, has been bounc- 
ing about. the country with en- 
ergy. unknown to the average 
71-year-old. 

But regardless of Mr. Diefen

The new regulation under 
the province’s Nurses Act, as pub- 
lished in the latest Ontario Gazette, 
now. widens the entrance requirement

to include Grade 12 graduates from , 
either the four or five year streams. | 


However, students from the four year 


program will be required to have | 


‘Grade 10 mathematics as well as the 
necessary science subjects. 

The change was recommended to 
th Minister of Health by the College 
of Nurses of Ontario, which adminis- 
ters The Nurses Act. 

“This is a welcome and necessary 
move”, said R. Alan Hay, Executive 
Director of the Ontario Hospital Asso- 
ciation recently. 
tered nurses is 50 great that it is un- 
realistic to deny the opportunity to 
thousands of capable young people 
simply because they prefer the four- 
year course. By insisting on certain 
required subjects, I think we can be 
sure that the educational calibre of 
our nursing students will be safe- 
guarded.” 

Mr. Hay anticipated that the bene- 
fits of this move in terms of nursing 
recruitment probably would not be 
felt for a year or two. “We assume 
that schools of nursing across the 
province are already mostly enrolled 
for the new classes commencing next 
month. However, as new nursing 
schools are established. and others 
expand in che years ahead under the 
impetus of the province's ‘action pro- 
gram’, more and more students will 
have the opportunity to enter the 
profession.”

Dutch Elm Disease is caused by the burned, or debarked and the bark 


fungus Ceratocystis ulmi. As a para- 
site, it develops in the water-conduct- 

ing vessels of the sapwood where it 
produces spores which spread and act 
to poison the tree. The toxin pro- 
duced by the spores causes the death 
of branches with subsequent wilting 
and discoloration of the leaves. 

The spread of the Dutch Elm Dis- 
ease fungus from infected to healthy 
Elm trees is dependent almost en- 
‘tirely on insects but it can be passed 
also by rootgrafts of adjacent trees. 
The spores that are borne in insect 
galleries are sticky and so are not 
disseminated, by air currents as is 
usually the case with fungus spores. 
Instead, they adhere to the bodies of 
emerging adult beetles and are an- 
troduced into other Elm trees when

But it has been impossible to 
run a political campaign of any 
real democratic intent, 
this has finaly become clear in 
the last days before the voting 
Elections in backward, or 
semi-developed Countries are 
always given to much doubt 
anyway. The lack of cffective 
political organizations makes it 
difficult to involve the average 
voter. If illiteracy is an added 
burden, as it is in South Viet- 
nam, the use of colorful em- 


blems to identify ballots (be-— 


cause voters can't read) does 
little to-build confidence in the 
ability of voters to make a 
judgment in the campaign. 


But staging of an election in 
a country torn apart by war, 
where the enemy — the Com. 
munist Viet Cong — holds cf- 
fective control over more than 
half the villages, and where 
half a million foreign troops — 
Americans -—— occupy the har- 
bors and cities, can only be 
described as‘an act of cither 
sheer folly or doubtful cour- 
age 

The U.S. government has un- 
dergone a subtle but signifi. 
cant change in attitude toward 
next week's Vietnam elections. 
When the campaign began, the 
elections were to prove the de- 
mocracy can be made to work 
in Vietnam. But now the cam. 
paign is in the homestretch. 
amid all kinds of charges of 
military interference, Ameri- 
can spokesmen are cautioning 
that not really much can be 
expected from Vietnam; but at 
least a step is being taken to- 
ward democracy. 

The military claque 
rules South Vietnam 
course be elected. 

Premier Cao Ky, the strong. 
man of the present govern. 
ment, is running for vice presi- 
dent under the present chief of 
State, Lieut. Gen Van Thieu, 
who is on the ticket as the 
Democratic party's presidential 
candidate.

The elections are a calculat- 
ed risk that by going through 
the motions of a democratic 
choice, the military regime 
will be legitimatized and the 
vote will be taken as fresh 
evidence of the Vietnamese de- 
terminiation to press the war 
against the Vict Cong. 

The 5.850.009 eligible vot 
ers. . . an inerease of 
390.000 ein a month .. . will 
have t6 turn in voting cards 
when they show up at the poll: 
ing booths in the rice paddies. 
hamlets and cities where the 
Viet Cong does not exercise 
complete control. 

Assuming that the military 
regime is thus given a quasi- 
democratic stamp of approval, 
the next risk will be that the 
military group running the 
country will be able to remain 
sufficiently united to ensure 
the survival of the govern- 
ment. 


The several regimes which 
have taken hold there since 
the fall of the Diem govern- 
ment all came to power by 
military coup. 

While the elections will not 
assure political stability in the 
face cf military power, neither 
will they make the American 
cause in Vietnam very much 
easier. 

Growing criticism at home 
has plunged President John 
son’s popularity poll to an all 
time 39 percent low. He has 
clearly exceeded the bounds of 
the Congressional resolution 
Which in 1964 authorized him 
to take action to defend U.S. 
forces following the Gulf of 
Tonkin incident. The govern- 
ment pleads lack of money for 
the war on poverty because of 
the war on Communism. Its

Well, Expo is all they say it 
fe. F's fantastic and fabulous, 
exhausting and expensive. It’s 
got everything from Saturday 
might in Hayfork Centre to a 
round-the-world cruise in your 
private yacht. 

It's true that the line-ups are 
long at some of the pavilions, 
but you can easily get around 
Ahis.

Another* middle-aged friend, 
whose only normal exercise is 
walking out to the car, went to 
Expo with his son, fifteen. The 
boy is a fiend for organization 
and had a series of plans and 
time-charts worked out. They 
eovered 57 pavilions in two 
days. Thoroughly. Three weeks 
later, the old man is still limp- 
ing, clutching his chest in the 
region of his heart, and you 
can make him jump two feet 
straight up merely by uttering 
the word “pavilion.” 

One way of getting around 
smartly, saving time, and giv- 
ing your dogs a rest is to hire 
a pedi-cab. This is a rickshaw- 
type vehicle propelled by a 
youth on a bicycle. Holds two. 
And it’s only 25 cents a min- 
ute. Come now, don’t be so 
cheap. Normally, it costs you 
forty cents just to climb into a 
taxi and the surly driver cowes 
you into tipping him for not 
helping you with your luggage.

You don't have to go to 
Expo to write a column about 
it. I could write a book. The 
country is full of Expo experts 
who are only too ready to fill 
you in on everything about it, 
after spending.two bewildered 
days there. We've been hearing 
about Expo from friends, rela- 
tives, neighbours, and casual 
acquaintances until we have 
Czech blown glass coming out 
our ears. 


It's rather amusing to have 
people who have never seen 
anything bigger than the 
county fair dismissing the Rus- 
sian pavilion as “briitle” or 
“ponderous,’ or praising the 
British pavilion as “subtle” or 
“wonderfully understated.” 
They've. picked up these ex- 
pressions from fhe critics and 
are going to use them even if 
it makes you throw up. 


Everything we've heard 
about it has been contradicto- 
ry, from the availability of lav- 
atories to the price of meals.

Amateur football across Can- 
ada has been blocked, at the 
line of scrimmage for years. 
But, knowledgeable voices in 
the wilderness are now crying 

ut. 


Two ex-Hamilton Tiger-Cat 
football stars ‘feel the Cana- 
dian Football League is hypo- 
critical in its approach to the 
development of young Cana- 
dian talent for gridiron wars. 

» Both have sound credentials 
to back up their remarks. 

Bernie Custis was the first 
‘Negro quarterback to make the 
grade in Canada. He was 
named to the all-star team at 
position and then 
switched to halfback where he 
again received all-star plaudits. 
. Dick Brown made the ‘dream 
team as a_ defensive back. 
Brown was noted for his 
rock-ribbed tackles and tough 
punt returning. 

These two handled the 
coaching reins of the Oakville 
‘Black Knights for five years in 
the Senior Ontario Rugby 
Football Union. : 

A league ruling stipulates a 
Senior ORFU club can only 
use 28 players in a game, al- 
though they can sign as many 
as they like until “a cutoff 
date” comes. into effect near 
the end of the regular cam- 
paign. This is basically the 
same setup across Canada, in- 
cluding high school leagues. 

Brown and Custis are posi- 
tive this arrangement is block- 
ing the development of young 
Canadian footballers. 

As Brown put it: “The pro 
teams are crying for Canadian

Naturally this cannot be 
done on a professional level as 
the pro club's bankroll would 
be quickly wiped out. 

Canada has produced the 
finest hockey players in the 
world and the reason is simple 
-— opportunity. Granted, hock- 
ey has hundreds of more or- 
ganized teams than football, 
but stop to consider why. Due 
to the pcpularity of the sport 
the many leagues expand set- 
ting up a horde of classified 
groupings allowing even the 
worst to play. 

Football almost discourages 
youngsters whe aren't blessed 
with an abundance of natural 
ability which shows quickly. 
Often a boy turns out for a 
grid squad, and after two or 


‘three practices, is released by 


the coach because he hasn’t 
shown anything. How could 
he? 

Our professional clubs are 
attempting to skirt this obsta- 
cle by sending “rookies” to 
American colleges via the 
scholarship route. This is only 
helping a small minority of 
budding players. 

If the CFL is serious with its 
development scheme it will 
correct this glaring weakness. 

All that is needed is for the 
CFL to pass a ruling which ~- 
would allow any amateur team 
to use as many players as pos- 
sible. Then, and only then, will 
amateur coaches be able to 
say, in the words of Winston 
Churchill, “Give us the tools 
and we will finish the job.”

NO OPEN MOOSE SEASON 
SOUTH OF FRENCH AND 
MATTAWA RIVERS 


Following is a copy of the Ontario 
Department of Lands and Forests Tor- 
onto office News Release, Vol. 20, 
No. 27. 

There will be no open season for 
hunting moose, this year, in the area 
south of the French and Mattawa 
Rivers. The decision to have a closed 
season was based on an analysis of 


, aerial @urvey and hunter. success data. 
In Parry Sound Forest District, 


aerial surveys of moose on 18 plots, 
which are surveyed each winter, drop- 
ped to a low of 44 from a previous 
high of 86. The 1966 hunting season in 
Pembroke Forest District, resulted in 
only 76 moose being killed, whereas 
172 were taken in 1962> Similar situa- 
tions prevail in Lindsay and Tweed 
Forest Districts. 
Moose hunting, 


the following reasons: 


The area south of the French and 
marginal 
moose range because of the present 


Mattawa is, in general, 
stage of. forest succession.. As such, 
it is less capable of producing the 
same densities of moose that occur 
in the prime, northern range. As this 
southern range is much more access- 
ible, its moose are more available to 
the large numberof hunters who, tra- 
ditionally, hunt big game in that aréa. 

Moose were extremely scarce in 
the southern range for many years, 
resulting: in no open season from 
1934 to 1955. During the 1950's, how- 
ever, it became apparent, in certain 
areas, that a huntable density of 
moose was building up. 

Finally, in 1956, on the basis of re- 
liable data accumulated from aerial 
and ground surveys, it was deter- 
mind there were enough moose to 
support a limited hunt. The moose 
hunt, that year, resulted in 343 moose 
hunters being successful. Seasons 
were held every second year until 
1960, with an increased kill each sea- 
son. This suggested that perhaps the 
southern moose populatin could with- 


stand a hunt every year, so for the 
in succession, an 
open season Was declared. In 1961, 
the kil] reached a high of 883 but it

closed in 1964 because of this decline. 
An open season, in 1965, resulted | 
inonly 367 moose being killed, indicat- 
ing that the population apparently 
had not yet recovered from the effects 
of the four consecutive open seasons.

The red-headed pine Sawfly has 
made its presence known to a num- 
ber of local inhabitants in a most 
uncourteous way, by devouring the 
needles off of the small pines.

The very young larvae are yellow- 
green in colour and as they develop, 
they become light yellow with orange 
heads and black markings along the 
sides and back. 

The larvae feed in clusters or col- 
onies for a period of from six to eight 
weeks and if nothing interferes with 
rate of consumption, 
there is a good chance they will com- 


pletely defoliate some of the trees | 
| causing death.
